The Alcalde avers thut on Nowv, 27,
the Colon battalion, Colonel Yarimille
commanding, piartly sncked the town,
hedat Cuban men and slapped the faces
of Cuban women, Two or three houms
before the tme for the bactalion to
leave, Spanish privates looted a general
slore and divided $2.000 In gold amone
themselves, They then went through
the princlval streets, shouting out:
“Death . Americans,'”  “Death  to
Cuba” “Viva Espana,” and smashing
